Updated schools budget 
presented to committee

WILMINGTON — At a 
meeting on Jan. 22, Su- 
perintendent of Schools: 
Dr. Glenn Brand presen- 
ted the Superintendent’s 
FY 2021 (2020-2021 school 
year) recommended bud- 
get to the School Com- 
mittee. 

“I know the title is Su- 
perintendent’s budget 
but it truthfully is far 
greater than that,” said 
Brand, as he introduced 
members of the central 
office leadership team. 
“It’s a collaborative bud- 
get process.” 

Brand introduced two 
comparison frameworks 
for the presentation. Ac- 
cording to Brand, the 
Department of Educa- 
tion has designated Ra- 
dar/DESE communities 
that can be considered 


comparable to Wilming- 
ton. In addition, the 
town has also identified 
comparable communi- 
ties. 

“It’s not just geography, 
and it’s not just Mid- 
dlesex league as a sports 
framework,” said Brand. 

After revisions, the non- 
salary portion of the 
budget is set to $9,318,630, 
representing a 1.91 per- 
cent increase over last 
year’s budget. The sala- 
ry portion is set for 
$34,403,406, representing 
a 4.90 percent increase. 

Combining the two cat- 
egories gives an overall 
allocation of $43,722,036, 
which marks a 4.25 per- 
cent increase over the 
FY20 budget, which had 
an overall allocation of 
$41,939,603.

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A REV. GEORGE WHITEFIELD 
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History: 


Wilmington’s Whitefield Elm 
named for Rev. George Whitefield

The Whitefield School is 
gone, as is the Whitefield 
Elm. The image of the tree, 
however, graces the seal of 
the Town of Wilmington. 

The school was built in 
1903, shortly after Arthur 
T. Bond designed the seal. 
The tree stood opposite 
the site where the school 
was built in North Wil- 
mington, and the school 
was named for the tree. 
When it was cut down on 
July 5, 1900, the diameter 
of the elm was eight feet. 

The tree was so named 
for Rev. George Whitefield 
(1714-1770), an evangelical 
itinerant preacher who, 
according to tradition, 
had preached near the 
tree, after he was denied 
the use of the pulpit in the 


local church by Rev. Isaac 
Morrill. Rev. Morrill took 
to horseback, visiting ev- 
ery family in town, forbid- 
ding them to attend Rev. 
Whitefield’s service. 

Only Indians would at- 
tend the service. The sto- 
ry is, though, that as as 
result of Rev. Morrill’s ac- 
tions, attendance was dou- 
bled. 

Bond wrote that careful 
research did not authenti- 
cate this legend, and that 
it was extremely doubtful 
that Whitefield ever visit- 
ed Wilmington. 

There is a second legend, 
placing him at another 
tree, 100 yards south and 
on the western side of 
Middlesex Avenue. 

Rev. Whitefield was part 
of the Great Awakening, a 
Christian revival move- 


ment in England 1730-1750. 
He was associated with 
John and Charles Wesley 
at Oxford. The Wesleys 
and Whitefield formed a 
group they called The 
Holy Club. Critics called 
them too methodical, for 
their practices of fasting, 
and their intense praying. 
Thus, they became the 
founders of Methodism. 
Frequently denied ac- 
cess to a pulpit, Whitefield 
took to open-air preach- 
ing. He became known as 
“The Boy Preacher.” 
Whitefield followed the 
Wesleys to Savannah, 
Georgia, where they found- 
ed a church and an or- 
phanage. They had differ- 
ing beliefs on religious 
issues, primarily over the 
question of pre-destina- 
tion. Whitefield developed

his beliefs into Calvinist 
Methodism. Eventually they 
decided to leave the reli- 
gious questions aside and 
remain friends. 

He traveled extensively 
in the colonies, returning 
four times and preaching 
in many locations. He was 
certainly the pre-emini- 
nent preacher of the era. 

“God forbid that I should 
travel with anybody a 
quarter of an hour with- 
out speaking of Christ to 
them,” he said. 

He died in Newbury, Mass. 
in 1770. 

The Whitefield School 
closed in 1976. For several 
years, it was used as the 
town hall annex. The Pub- 
lic Buildings Dept. later 
occupied the building. It 
was torn down in July 
2015.

It is also used for calcu- 
lating veterans’ benefits, 
housing for the elderly 
and other related veter- 
ans’ and elderly benefits. 

The census information 
serves to provide: proof of 
residency to protect voting 
rights and to maintain the

voting list and preventing 
needless delays at your vo- 
ting precinct. Any previ- 
ously registered voter who 
has not returned their 
annual census for two con- 
secutive years will be ad- 
ded to the Inactive Voters 
List and therefore, by law, 
will be required to fill out 
an Affirmation of Current 
and Continuous Residence 
form and provide identifi- 
cation to prove continuous 
residency in the Town of 
Tewksbury. 

The school census pro- 
vides projection for future 
enrollments and related 
benefits which allows 
school administrators to 
apply for additional state 
and federal funds and 
grants. 

Allows college students 
to apply for lower tuition 
at all Massachusetts state 
colleges and provides 
proof of residence. By law 
we can only certify that 
you live in Tewksbury if 
you are listed in the cen- 
sus records. Owning prop- 
erty is not used for proof 
of residency. 

For the convenience of 
dog owners, you will find a 
dog registration form at- 
tached to the bottom of 
the census form. By state 
law, all dogs six months of 
age or older must be regis- 
tered.

Exercise in civics and 


great parent discussions 


By PAUL J. ANDREWS 
andrews @massupt.org 
Mass.

Massachusetts has 
strongly advocated that 
we need to do more civics 
education and we have 
had a perfect example for 
teachers and parents to 
communicate with their 
young people some of the 
events that we have seen 
during the course of the 
past couple of weeks and 
continuing as this column 
is being written. 

Obviously, civics instruc- 
tion can be focused on the 
international, national, 
state and local levels but 
these current days provide 
some “teachable moments” 
for civics at the national 
level. 

We have witnessed cam- 
eras focused on the U.S. 
Congress Building or Ca- 
pitol, a magnificent struc- 
ture with the US Supreme 
Court just behind where 
Supreme Court Judges sit 
and review, study and 
vote on cases before them 
every day they are in ses- 
sion. 

Meanwhile, parents had 
the opportunity these 
past couple of weeks to 
explain some of the 
implications around the 
branches of government, 
the way in which they 


interact and how the 
decision-making process 
works at the highest lev- 
els of government. This 
is civics lesson 101 and if 
they can understand the 
implications of the 
process of impeachment 
or charges for impeach- 
ments of a President, 
they can learn anything 
in civics, as the process 
has been explained over 
and over again. 

I seriously wonder how 
many parents took this 
as a “learning process” 
as our children are key to 
the future of the Demo- 
cracy. 

While the media cover- 
age was non-stop, we had 
stations that supported 
the impeachment and 
those against with sever- 
al trying to ride the com- 
fortable tide of not com- 
mitting to either side 
with panels consisting of 
members of both sides of 
the aisle, as they say. 
The implications of im- 
peachment by one or 
both branches is huge 
and so obvious a time for 
talking to our young peo- 
ple on the implications of 
this process as it goes 
forward. 

We really are talking 
about the fundamentals 
of our major government 
system, so if we missed 
the chance to discuss the 


ramifications of the pro- 
cess, there is time to still 
do so, no matter what 
the decision by Congress 
in both the House of Rep- 
resentative and the US 
Senate.

With the current candi- 
dates for the presidential 
election in Iowa, this is 
another great opportuni- 
ty to talk about the can- 
didates and what they 
represent in their posi- 
tion on issues, Yes, edu-

Planning a wedding? There will be 
plenty of details that demand you at- 
tention. Besides the dress, the flowers 
and the food, there’s one thing that 
everyone will notice on you special 
day: you smile. Your dentist can help 
you make sure it is a s radiant as pos- 
sible. 


Achieving a bridal-white smile 


Professional cleaning. A -profes- 
sional cleaning in a dental office be- 
fore your. wedding can help remove 
stains that might otherwise make your 
smile less than bright. If food, bever- 
ages or tobacco have caused the dis- 
coloration, your smile may benefit 
from a tooth whitening treatment from 
your dentist. 

Whitening. Whitening (also called 
Bleaching) is a procedure that bright- 
ens teeth that are discolored or stained 
or have darkened in color because of 
injury. Whitening can be performed on 
living teeth or teeth that have had root 
canal treatment. It may be done en- 
tirely in the dental office (a process 
known as chairside bleaching) or the 
dentist may dispense a system for you 
to use at home (home-use bleaching). 

Chairside bleaching takes from 30 
Minutes to on hour per visit. A chemi- 
cal solution is applied to the teeth to 
lift out stains. A special light may be 
used at intervals to help activated the 
bleaching agent. To complete the 
process, two to 10 sessions one week 
apart maybe required. It is not uncom- 
mon for the teeth to become slightly 
sensitive temporarily after bleaching 
treatment. 

With home-use bleaching, the den- 
tist creates a custom-fitted mouth- 
guard that holds: the bleaching gel. 
The mouthguard is worn up to two 
hours daily or at night for the length 
of time specified by the dentist. The 
amount of time per evening for which 
the mouthguard is worn and the treat- 
ment duration may vary according to 
your needs and your dentist’s recom- 
mendation. 


_ Other cosmetic options 


Bonding. If your teeth are chipped, 
broken, cracked or badly stained or 
have slight gaps, ask your dentist 
about bonding. Bonding is a cosmetic 
procedure that uses tooth-colored ma- 
terials that are attached or bonded to 
the tooth surface. The process can im- 
prove unsightly stains from coffee, tea 
, tobacco or certain medications taken 
in childhood. Bonding sometimes is 
used to correct chips or to fill small 
cavities. 

The bonding process involves 
preparing the tooth surface with an 
etching solution. The solution allows 
the bonding material (resin-based 
composites) to better adhere to the 
tooth. Resins of various colors are 
carefully blended to match the color of 
the existing tooth. The resin is applied, 
contoured into the proper shape and 
hardened using a special light or 
chemical process. The bonded tooth 
then is smoothed and polished to ap- 
pear natural. Bonding usually can be 
completed in one visit. 

Veneers. Veneers are thin custom- 
made shells that are designed to cover 
the front of the teeth. Made of tooth — 
colored materials, veneers are used to 
treat gaps and teeth that are perma- 
nently stained, poorly shaped or 
slightly crooked. Veneers also are used 
to cover teeth that are chipped, worn 
or eroded at the gum line. 

Enamel shaping. If your front teeth 
are uneven along the edges, or your 
canine teeth are too pointy , your den- 
tist may recommend enamel shaping 
involves contouring tooth enamel to 
create a smooth line. The process, 
which often is combined with bonding, 
usually is quick and comfortable. The 
results can be seen immediately. 


Tips for traveling brides

Walk through the historic 
Lynn Woods Reservation

Lynn Woods Reservation 
sounds like an oxymoron 
in some ways; woods in 
the middle of a city? But 
yes, this oasis has long 
been known to the trail 
walking and mountain 
biking set as a fine option 
for exploring and diving 
into nature without having 
to drive too far off the 
beaten path. 

According to the Friends 
of Lynn Woods, the reser- 
vation is the second lar- 
gest municipal park in the 
Greater Boston area. 

Their website states, 
“This 2,200 acre forest re- 
serve consists of ponds, 
wetlands, streams, decidu- 
ous/evergreen forest and 
rocky ledge. The ponds 
provide the drinking water 
for the residents of Lynn 
and surrounding communi- 
ties. Wildlife abounds in 
the forest. Well over 100 
species of birds inhabit or 
seasonally frequent the 
woods. 

“A large rodent popula- 
tion supports such preda- 
tors as hawks, owls and 
red tail fox. More than an 
aquifer, more than a wild- 
life preserve, more than a 
wilderness experience, 
Lynn Woods is a rare and 
unique adventure.” 

On the day we visited, 
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there was a blanket of snow 
on the ground, but the air 
was still and the sun was 
shining. Marked paths 
made for fairly easy navi- 
gation, and we had printed 
a map from the City of 
Lynn. We parked at Great 
Woods Road and followed 
the red blazed trail. 

The trails we walked 
were fairly flat, not terri- 
bly challenging as long as 
you remained on_ the 
paths. Some interesting 
features of the reservation 
include a 1930’s WPA stone 
tower that: was built as a 
fire tower on Burrill Hill, 
the highest point in Lynn. 
The tower is 48 feet tall 
and is open by appoint- 
ment, as is the storied 
Dungeon Rock, a place 
where legend says that 
buried pirate treasure 
from the 1600s rests. 

Lore has it that a man 
named Hiram Marble was 
told by spirits to go to the 
cave and excavate the treas- 
ure and in the mid 1800s, 
moved his family there and 
began digging for the prize. 
The spot has become a 
favorite among New Eng- 
land oddity seekers. 

Recognition of the area 
dates back into the 1600s 
and the first settlers of 
Lynn. There was much 
farming and grazing of 
animals, and a curious 
feature of the area in- 
cludes the stone wolf pits, 


speculated to be traps that 
would capture wolves who 
were a serious threat to 
livestock. The reservation 
has three bodies of water; 
freshwater reservoirs that 
serve the city of Lynn for 
drinking water.

nonprofit specializing in 
the private treatment op- 
portunities to those seek- 
ing recovery from sub- 
stance use disorders. 

Teague shared with Wo- 
burn Rotarians his own 
struggles with alcohol and 
drugs, but realized, “I ex- 
pected a lot more from 
myself. Inside, things 
looked good but then I be- 
gan to be ostracized by 
younger friends. I went 
through a program and 


then I came to the position 
that I was looking back. I 
was doing well profession- 
ally but there was more.” 

“It was a case of going 
forward,” he added, “so a 
non-profit to address these 
issues was the answer.” 

The next thing to do, he 
felt, was to get involved 
and get a program locally. 

“We (1) look at the prob- 
lem on the whole,” he con- 
cluded, then moved for- 
ward with a program, 
facilities, counseling etc. 
to help those addicted.

the new district strategic 
plan played a role in in- 
forming this year’s budg- 
et. The current 3-year 
strategic plan was devel- 
oped during the spring of 
the 2019-2020 school year. 
The new plan included a 
new mission, vision state- 
ment, and core values. 
Based on these consider- 
ations, $75,000 was bud- 
geted specifically for 
strategic plan initiatives. 

Brand identified sever- 


al areas through which 


the district aims to in- 
crease student services 
and resources. Student re- 
tention figures. were of- 
fered to contextualize 
this need. 

According to values 
provided by the Super- 
intendent’s office, 33.8 
percent of students in 
the class of 2022 left the 
district after grade 8, up 
from 23 percent in the 
class of 2018. The major- 
ity (80 students) left for 
Shawsheen tech and an 
additional 26 left for pri- 
vate schools. 

“When you take a look 
historically, in that low 
30’s range seems to be 
where we've hovered 
more often than not,” 
said Brand, suggesting 
that a few recent years in 
the low 20’s were outliers. 

The office of student 
support services discus- 
sed increasing needs 
among students within 
the district. According to 
the 2019 Youth Risk Be- 
havior Survey, the num- 
ber of Wilmington stu- 
dents reporting having 
experienced sexual vio- 
lence and thoughts of sui- 
cide were both above the 
cohort average. The num- 
ber of students taking 
medication or receiving 
treatment for behavioral, 
mental health, or emo- 
tional problems was also 
above the cohort average. 

Special education serv- 
ices for students were al- 
so explored as a need for 
additional funding. Ac- 


cording to statewide sta- 
tistics, a much smaller 
percentage of Wilming- 
ton special education 
students are considered 
in partial inclusion when 
compared to the state 
average (three percent 
versus 15.2 percent). A 
higher percentage of Wil- 
mington students are 
considered substantially 
separate (21.5 percent 
versus 13.5 percent). 

The number of students 
considered in full inclu- 
sion was comparable to 
other districts (66.6 per- 
cent versus 64.3 percent). 
The number of special 
education students place 
out of district was also 
above average (8.8 per- 
cent versus 6.9 percent). 
Efforts to build in pro- 
gramming to keep stu- 
dents in district, often 
requires increased staf- 
fing levels, which accounts 
for increased funding re- 
commended in this budg- 
et. 

To account for identified 
district needs, the new 
budget proposes 11.25 new 
full time equivalent (FTE) 
positions. These include a 
team chairperson, board- 
certified behavioral ana- 
lyst, social worker at the 
middle school, special 
education teacher at the 
middle school, reading 
specialist at the Wild- 
wood, districtwide educa- 
tional assistant, clerical 
support student services, 
technician for the office 
of information technolo- 
gy. The total allowance in 
the new budget is for 
489.6 FTEs. 

In addition to increased 
needs in regards to cur- 
riculum instruction, and 
student support services, 
the office of information 
technology has also iden- 
tified projects that will 
require funding in the 
year ahead. These proj- 
ects include replace- 
ments for standing pro- 
jectors, which generally 
date to 2013, as well as 
chromebooks, desktops, 
and teacher laptops.

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
ROXBURY - It's been a 
pretty special five months 
for Greg Adamek, and 
perhaps this is just part of 

it all. 

On Monday night, the 
senior three-seasoned run- 
ner, became the best run- 
ner in the entire 
Middlesex League 
Conference, beating out 
talented runners from 
Winchester and 
Lexington, when shatter- 
ing the school record in 
the mile with a blazing 
time of 4:31.24. 

This comes after his sec- 
ond straight spectacular 
cross-country season, 
helping the team finish 
with a fourth place finish 
at the Division 2 All-State 
Meet. He was the team's 
No. 1 runner all season, 
and he finished fifth at the 
league meet, fourth at D4 
and 19th at the All-State 
Meet, while also breaking 
the home course record. 

Adamek entered the ML 
mile race as the No. 3 
seed and came out as the 
winner, beating 
Winchester's William 
Coakley and Lexington's 
Max Di Cerbone, who 
were seeded first and sec- 
ond. 

"Greg Adamek is a war- 
rior," said head coach 
Mike Kinney. "The mile is 
his signature event and he 
has been running very 
intelligently this year. He 
has tremendous 
endurance and a strong 
kick on the last lap of the 
race. If Greg is within 
Striking distance, it is 
rarely a question of who is 
going to end up first. This 
is a huge win for Greg." 
_But it wasn't easy. Not 
Just because of the compe- 
tition, but what happened 
at the start of the race. 

"I got boxed in at the 
start of the race and that 
put me in the back of the 
pack to start," he said. 

Adamek then said. he

was able to regroup and 
get out from that tough 
spot. 

"It's happened _ before, 
and bad starts have hap- 
pened before, but I was 
able to recover this time," 
he said. "I started to pass 
some kids and around the 
800 (meter mark) I was 
right up there with the 
front of the pack." 

He said he was able to 
maintain that position and 
then over the last 600-700 
meters, he went to a much 
higher gear. 

"T hung on until probably 
the last lap-and-a-half," 
he said. "I just sprinted as 
hard and as fast as I could 
for probably the last 600 
meters. Normally I like to 
start my kick earlier than 
that, but my kick has def- 
initely improved." . 

That kick allowed him to 
get separation and beat 
the rest of the field by sev- 
eral seconds. 

"Going into the last lap, 
Greg was in third and he 
passed. the second and 
third place finishers with 
150 meters to go and 
opened up the gap signifi- 
cantly to take the win," 
said Kinney. “He also 
came back and doubled up 
in the two-mile running 
10:23. Doubling up the one- 
mile and two-mile is a 
tough thing to do. Not only 
does it require physical 
stamina, but you must 
have an extremely com- 
petitive mentality, which 
Greg definitely has." 

When Adamek crossed 
the finish line, he had no 
idea what to think. 

"During my freshman 
year, no way would I ever 


have thought that when I . 


was a senior I would be a 
league champion,” he 
said. "I don't think I have 
quite processed it all just 
yet. It's definitely awe- 
some, but there was a lot 
of hard work that went 
through the entire 
process. But to be a 
league champion is pretty 
great."

Knowing that he won the 
race, Adamek wasn't quite 
sure what his time was. 

"T crossed the finish line 
and I thought I ran a per- 
sonal record but not a 
4:31," he said. "When 
Coach told me, I was real- 
ly surprised and taken 
back." 

Between his accomplish- 
ments in cross-country 
and now indoor track, 
Adamek said there's so 
much more than goes into 
these races than just run- 
ning faster than others. 

"It's just a lot of hard 
work," he said. "It contin- 
ues to get harder and 


harder. Everything I do - 


now is definitely tasking." 

Adamek is the first to 
have won a league title in 
a running event since 
Wilmington joined the 
Middlesex League. Eli 
Jennings captured — the 
shot put title in both 
indoor and outdoor track. 
Before that, Kinney said 
in his 19 years of coach- 
ing, Adamek is one of nine 
athletes to have won 
league titles between the 
Cape Ann and’ Middlesex 
League. 

Now Adamek will have 
about 12 days off until the 
Eastern Mass Division 4 
Meet takes place a week 
from Saturday. Last year, 
on the girls side, Emma 
Garrity was a champ, and

chance, but like he said, 
achieving these accom- 
plishments becomes more 
and more difficult: every 
time out. 

"There's a couple of kids 
(in Division 4), who have 
already run -the mile 
under 4:30, so it's going to 
be tough," he said. "I'd 
love to win, I want to win 
and I'll train to win, but I 
think it's going to be ten 
times harder at a meet 
like this. I'll just go out 
and make sure that I give 
it everything I have on 
every step of the way and 
hopefully come out on 
top."

WILMINGTON -- There 
are a number of ways to 
win a high school hockey 
game including wielding a 
smothering defense, 
deploying a potent 
offense, counting on a 
prominent goaltender, or 
some combination of all 
three. 

And then there is the 
method with which the 
Wilmington Wildcats 
pulled out a convincing 3- 
1 win over the visiting 
Winthrop Vikings on 
Saturday afternoon. 

Knotted at a goal apiece 
heading into the final 15 
minutes, the Wildcats cap- 
italized on their oppo- 
nent’s utter disregard for 
discipline, scoring a pair 
of power play goals as 
Winthrop ‘committed five 
penalties in the decisive 
third period, three fla- 
grant. 

“The power play is very 
basic in nature,” said 
Wilmington coach John 
Lapiana, who improved to 
4-8-3 with the clutch win. 
“When you get the puck 
down low and move pucks 
and bodies to the net, 
good things will happen. 
We want action in the slot 
and we got that in the 
third period today.” 

This pivotal win snapped 
a four game stretch that 
saw the Wildcats drop 
three of four, including the 
earlier meeting with this 
same Winthrop team that 
ended with a 2-1 defeat. 


Most recently, 
Wilmington was routed 5-0 
by an 11-1-1 Woburn 
squad. 


“We took the Woburn 
game for what it was,” 
explained Lapiana. “It 
was a bad match-up for us 
and a bad night overall.

And with 
Winthrop a week ago, 
they got the better of us.

Daniels scored the first of 
her two goals just 3:10 into 
the game, seconds after 
she and her teammates 
successfully killed off a 
penalty. Transitioning 
quickly from _ special 
teams to offense, a pair of 
Wildcats skaters con- 
verged on a loose puck in 
the corner.

STONEHAM - The up 
and down, inconsistent 
season has continued for 
the Wilmington High 
School Boys’ Hockey 
team.

STONEHAM - After suf- 
fering a heartbreaking 
last second loss to St. 
Joseph’s last Wednesday 
night, the Wilmington 
High Boys Basketball 
team entered Friday 
night’s road matchup with 
their post season hopes on 
life support, with a 1-12 
overall record, but more 
importantly a 1-3 record 
in games against Division 
3 opponents after the loss 
to St. Joe’s. 

But after pulling out a 
dramatic 52-48 win over 
Middlesex League and 
Division 3 rival Stoneham 
on Friday night, the 
Wildeats post season 
hopes received a much 
needed jolt, as they are 
now 2-3 against Division 3 
teams and have future 
games with Triton and 
Watertown, as well as a 
rematch with St. Joe’s, 
remaining on their sched- 
ule. They must finish .500 
or better in such games in 
order to qualify for the 
post-season. 

As for Friday night’s 
game itself, it was a 
thriller, as the Wildcats 
got an outstanding indi- 
vidual effort from junior 
center Bryce Keveaney, 
who had 24 points on the 
night, including 12 in the 
fourth quarter, along with 
some clutch free throw 
shooting in the closing 
seconds from _ senior 
Kevin Palmerino to earn 
the important victory. 

“That’s what we talk 
about. You are going to 
win some games and you 
are going to lose some 


games,” Wilmington 
coach Dennis Ingram 
said. “Sometimes you 


can’t control that, but 
what you can control is 
your effort, and we want- 
ed to be able to walk out 
of this gym tonight win or 
lose, and say we left it all 
out there. The boys defi- 
nitely did that tonight.” 
The Wildcats led 39-31 
early in the fourth quarter 
before Stoneham mounted 
a comeback, scoring 
seven straight to close 
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within 39-38 with 5:30 left 
in the game. 

Sophomore guard 
Tommy Mallinson finally 
broke the streak for the 
Wildcats with a free throw 
to make the score 40-38, 
but moments later, 
Stoneham’s Joseph 
Vittorioso hit a short 
jumper to tie the score at 
40-40 with 4:20 left in the 
contest. 

Not surprisingly, it was 
Keaveney who scored next 
for the Wildcats, hitting a 
clutch basket moments 
later to give them a 42-40 
lead. The Wildcats would 
extend their lead to as 
many as five with 2:30 left 
in the game when 
Keveaney converted a 
nice pass from Palmerino 
for a 47-42 lead. 

Keveaney has_ been 
steadily improving all 
season long, and his 24- 
point night was just the 
latest in a string of out- 
standing games, including 
a 20-point, 16-rebound 
effort in the loss to St. 
Joe’s on Wednesday night. 

“Bryce has really pro- 
gressed for us and gotten 
better,” Ingram said. “He 
has been great the past 
three games. He had 20 
the other night, and 16 the 
game before. That is 
quite the impressive 
week. He has been work- 
ing hard, and the guys 
really love having him. 
All of the things we were 
running at the end, we 
were running through 
him.” 

Stoneham was not done, 
however. With 
Wilmington struggling to 
hit their free throws and 
Stoneham hitting some 
clutch shots, the Spartans 
closed to within 50-48 with 
14 seconds left. 

Stoneham was looking to 
have a chance to cap their 
comeback when they 
fouled Palmerino with 
seven seconds left, send- 
ing him to the free throw 
line with the game hang- 
ing in the balance. 
Palmerino was just 2-for-6 
from the charity stripe at 
that point, but with the 
pressure at its greatest, 
and a large contingent of 
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Spartans fans practically 
standing on the court 
underneath the basket, 
screaming and waving 
their arms, Palmerino did 
not falter. Instead he 
calmly knocked down 
both free throws, giving 
the Wildcats the 52-48 lead 
and enough breathing 
room to hang on for the 
victory. 

“The game is funny. 
Sometimes if you are 
struggling a little bit, the 
only way to figure it out is 
to be thrown into the heat 
of it,” Ingram said. “But 
he figured it out. We talk 
about that a lot this sea- 
son in practice and in 
games when things are 
tough. Sometimes there’s 
nothing I can say to you, 
you just need to figure it 
out, and he did.” 

The fourth quarter was a 
microcosm of the entire 
game, as it was close 
throughout, with neither 
team leading by more 
than seven points through 
the entire game. It was 
Stoneham who went out to 
the first seven point lead 
of the game, taking a 10-3 
lead just three minutes in, 
on a three-pointer by 
Vittoriso. The Wildcats 
called a timeout and 
fought right back, going 
on an 11-0 run through the 
end of the first quarter 
and the beginning of the 
second quarter to take a 
14-10 lead with 7:00 left in 
the half. 

Keveaney, senior Connor 
Paquette and junior Evan 
Witalisz led the Wildcats 
on their run, with Witalisz 
capping the run with a 
three-pointer. Stoneham 
regrouped began trading 
baskets with the Wildcats, 
sending the teams to the 
locker room with 
Wilmington holding a slim 
20-19 lead. 

Palmerino, senior 
Andrew Munsie and sen- 
ior captain Ryan Clarke 
led the way for the 
Wildcats in the third quar- 
ter as the teams traded 
mini-runs throughout the 
quarter. 

A 7-0 run by Wilmington 
gave the Wildcats a 31-26 
lead midway through the 
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quarter, before a 5-0 run 
by Stoneham tied the 
game with 1:00 left. 
Wilmington would eventu- 
ally lead 34-31 at the end 
of three, setting up the 
dramatic fourth quarter 
which followed.

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Up-tempo style 
leads ‘Cats to 
12th straight win

WILMINGTON - There's 
a reason why _ the 
Wilmington High School 
girls' basketball team 
cracked the Boston 
Herald's Top-25 Eastern 
Mass Poll this week: The 
Wildeats are for real. 

On Tuesday night, the 
Wildcats extended their 
winning streak to 12 with a 
gutsy, 68-46, victory over a 
nine-win and much taller 
opponent in Division 1 
Middlesex League foe 
Lexington. 

Wilmington's up-tempo 
style, incredible energy, 
the grit and determination 
to get to every loose ball, 
the teamwork and solid 
all-around defense, all led 
to the victory. 

Moreover, at the same 
time the 'Cats were win- 
ning, Burlington lost to 
Arlington, giving the 'Cats 
a two-game cushion in 
first place in the Freedom 
Division as both teams 
have three league games 
left on the schedule. 

Wilmington has only won 
two league titles in the his- 
tory of the program, 1965 
and 2012. 

Wilmington has_ the 
dynamic duo of Kylie 
DuCharme and Jenna 
Tavanese, who once again 
had monster-monster per- 
formances, but 19 points 
and 11 rebounds from five 
other players - especially 
at critical moments of the 
game - were also so 
instrumental in the team 
improving to a 12-3 record, 
after starting out 0-3. 

"It's a big win," said 
head coach Jessica 
Robinson. "(Lexington) 
needed this to qualify for 
the tournament. They are 
a good team with a lot of 
size - they completely had 
the size advantage over 
us. We fought all game. We 
didn't want to give up as 
many offensive rebounds 
as we did, but we were 
able to force some 
turnovers and compensate 
for that." 

DuCharme led the way 
with 26 points and 19 
rebounds as part of her 
double-double. She also 
had three blocks and three 
assists. Tavanese finished 
with 23 points, seven 
assists and five steals. 

The Wildcats had a five- 
point lead with 1:58 left in 
the third quarter and 
exploded for a 13-2 run to 
close it out, ahead by 16. 
And while Tavanese 
scored on a drive and 
Olivia Almeida dropped in 
a three-pointer, the 'Cats 
did a terrific job of attack- 
ing the basket, drawing 
fouls and then going 8-for- 
8 from the free throw line 
during that span. 

"The third quarter was 


incredible," said 
Robinson. "We put up 26 
points. We took the time- 
out and the _ (kids) 


responded (with that 13-2 
run). (During that time- 
out) we just talked about 
not playing under any 
pressure, play loose, have 
some fun and they went 
out and did that." 

Lexington opened the 
fourth quarter draining a 
three-pointer and the 
‘Cats responded with a 8-0 
run, making it 21-5 over a 
5:32 span. In that span, 
DuCharme converted on a 
put back and then two free 
throws, before Tavanese 
and Annie Wingate added 
their own buckets. 

The speed of 
Wilmington, really 
became a factor, especial- 
ly in the second half. 

"We like to play up- 
tempo, and we also knew 
some of Lexington's weak- 
nesses, so we wanted to 
obviously exploit their 
weaknesses," said 
Robinson. "When you play 
a team with some size, you 
are going to need the up- 
tempo style on your side. 
Controlling the tempo was 
one of our goals for 
tonight. And attacking the 
hoop was another goal - 
just attack and we certain- 
ly did that." 

Besides DuCharme and 
Tavanese, Almeida, added 


seven points 
rebounds, Jenna Sweeney 
had six points and five 
rebounds, while, Wingate, 
Kayla Smith and Kiara 
Nadeau had two points 
each. 


"We're having role play- ® 
ers step up and this is a | 


good time of the year to 
get that," said Robinson. 
"Anyone we play is going 
to concentrate on Kylie 
and Jenna and we know 
that. 

“We talk about it a lot, 
who is going to step up? 
Who is going to be in the 
right spot? Who is going to 
execute and get that easy 
basket or get that stop on 
defense or box out to get a 
rebound? Whether it's 
Annie (Wingate), Alyssa 
(Morrison), Jenna 
(Sweeney) or Olivia 
(Almeida) who is always 
trying to make that extra 
pass and she also made 
some big shots, so we have 
some kids stepping up and 
you have to have that." 

Wilmington (12-3/10-3) 
has three league games 
left in order to try to nail 
down the league title and 
that starts on Friday at 
Watertown (6-8), Tuesday 
at Woburn (13-1) and then 
a week from Thursday 
home against Melrose (5- 
11). Burlington (11-5/8-5) 
has to face Melrose, 
Belmont (9-5) and 
Wakefield (7-9). 

The 12-game winning 
streak also puts 
Wilmington currently in 
the No. 4 spot in the 
Division 2 North standings 
come tournament time. 
Right now it appears as if 
Pentucket, Marblehead 
and Saugus have the top 
three spots with 
Wilmington and 
Burlington to follow. 

Newburyport, North 
Reading, Hamilton- 
Wenham and Tewksbury 
should soon qualify, while 
it looks like Dracut and 
possibly Weston will quali- 
fy under the Sullivan Rule. 
Wakefield, Danvers, Lynn 
Classical and Arlington 
Catholic are on the outside 
of qualifying.

The night before the 
Lexington — win, the 
Wildcats played a make- 
up game against 
Tantasqua Regional (13-2) 
a Division 2 West team out 
of Fiskdale, Mass. 

This win was pretty mag- 
ical. The 'Cats trailed by 
15 at halftime, came back 
behind two big threes 
from Tavanese, forced 
overtime and won 59-55. 

“This was definitely a 
statement game for us 
because we were underes- 
timated coming into the 
season,” said Tavanese to 
the Lowell Sun. “But with 
our defense and offense 
we keep showing how good 
a team we can be. We’re 
playing well. 

“We really motivate each 
other. We try not to get 
down on ourselves. We’ve 
come together as a group 
and we support each 
other. We believe it’s a 
team game, and that’s 
how we play. Tonight we 
said, ‘We’ve still got this 
and we’re not losing this 
game.”

Wilmington also topples Stoneham, St. Joe’s Prep

STONEHAM - Their 
winning streak started 
back in late December 
with a win over 
Stoneham, and with the 
calendar now turning to 
February, the Wilmington 
High Girls Basketball 
team was not about to see 
that streak come to an 
end in their rematch. 

And with a dominating 
performance from start to 
finish, they made sure of 
it, rolling to a 50-34 win 
over the Spartans at 
Stoneham High School. 

The win was the tenth on 
a row for the Wilmington, 
who improved to 10-3 on 
the season. More impor- 
tantly, the win clinched a 
spot in the post season for 
the Wildcats, who are 
ranked 25th in the latest 
Boston Herald Top 25 
Eastern Mass rankings 
(which includes all divi- 
sions). 

The Wildcats were led by 
three outstanding per- 
formances on the night, 
with junior Kylie 
DuCharme leading the 
way with 22 points and 11 
rebounds, while senior 
Jenna Tavanese chipped 
in with 12 points and jun- 
ior Jenna Sweeney had 
ten points and six steals. 

Wilmington led 17-8 after 
the first quarter and 
never looked back, lead- 
ing 23-15 at the half and 
41-24 at the end of three 
quarters. 

"We played hard today. 
We came in with the pur- 
pose of qualifying for the 
tournament,” Wilmington 
coach Jessica Robinson 
said. “It was on our 
minds that we needed this 
tenth win to get in, and 
the girls came out from 
the jump ball to the final 
buzzer and worked hard to 
get it." 

Both teams struggled to 
find their range in the 
first few minutes of the 
game, with neither team 
scoring a field goal for the 
first two and a half min- 
utes of the game.

DuCharme got the run 
started with an easy bas- 
ket after a nice feed from 
Annie Wingate under- 
neath with 7:00 left in the 
quarter.

had dropped their record 
below .500 at 5-6. 

The Rams_ responded 
well to the adversity, how- 
ever, coming out and dom- 
inating the Tigers from 
the start on their way to a 
50-27 victory. 

“The Lynn Tech win was 
much’ needed after. our 
Innovation loss,” 
Shawsheen coach Kate 
Marshall said: “We’ve 
been dealing.with the flu 
for about three weeks now 


and so our numbers have 
been down, our stamina 
has been down, and the 
overall dynamic keeps 
shifting because we’ve 
had to get really creative 
with lineups.

The Shawsheen Boys 
Basketball team has a 
chance to clinch their spot 
in the state tournament 
this week, as they are cur- 
rently just two wins shy of 
the ten win mark with an 
8-6 (7-4 CAC) record after 
going 1-1 this past week in 
a pair of CAC games this 
past week with a win over 
Mystic Valley at home last 
Friday night and a road 
loss to Greater Lowell on 
Monday night. 

In their win over Mystic 
Valley on Friday night the 
Rams were led by a pair 
of outstanding perform- 
ances by junior Jake 
Tyler and senior Santino 
Garofolo of Tewksbury as 
they pulled out a dramatic 
victory over their CAC 
rivals.

Shawsheen led by just 
one point in the closing 
seconds until Jeremy 
Perez of Tewksbury 
scored a layup with three 
seconds left to give the 
Rams a 75-72 lead.

Singh, Hadden, Costello and Morris capture the 200-medley relay title 
Relay team breaks school record, qualifies for sectionals 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
BILLERICA - They all 
wanted to be up on the 
program's ‘Record Wall’ 
but if you ask the three 
local swimmers, they had 
much bigger aspirations 

and dreams. 

And those dreams of 
qualifying for this week- 
end's Division 2 North 
Sectional Swim and Dive 
Meet came to fruition for 
senior Zachary Morris of 
Wilmington, junior Derek 


Costello, also of 
Wilmington and junior 
Damien Hadden of 
Tewksbury. 


The three of them along 
with sophomore Aidan 
Singh led the Rams to 
their third straight State 
Voe Championship title, 
which included capturing 
the 200-freestyle relay title 
with a school record and 
sectional qualifying time 
of 1:41.11. 

"We wanted to qualify 
for the sectional meet and 
we did. I was more 
focused on that than any- 
thing else because I really 
wanted to make it to the 


sectionals," said Morris. 
"IT was so focused and I 
swam so hard. I didn’t 
breathe - I tried not to 
breathe at all, so maybe I 
did it twice. I think we all 
did super good." 

Hadden was first, fol- 
lowed by Singh, Costello 
and then Morris, who 
brought it home with his 
personal best split of 24.90 
seconds. 

"I was just really moti- 
vated to make it to the 
sectionals," he _ said. 
"Before the race, Coach 
(Rick Menard) pulled me 
aside and said ‘hey you 
got this’. He asked me if I 
could do it and I said yes, 
so I was really aiming for 
that, to make it to the sec- 
tionals. It’s awesome. For 
me, I have never been to 
sectionals, so it’s a cool 
opportunity and I’m just 
super excited for it." 

Usually this foursome 
does not swim together 
for this particular race 
because Singh is the 
team's top distance swim- 
mer and in dual meets the 
500-freestyle comes right 
before the 200-freestyle 
relay. 


At the State Voc Meet, 
the 500-freestyle was held 
on Wednesday with Singh 
taking first, and that rest 
allowed the four of them 
to join together twice, 
winning the 200-medley 
relay race with a collec- 
tive time of 2:00.71 and 
then the 200-freestyle. 

"I wasn’t really going for 
the record because I 
thought it was a given 
that we were going to get 
it," said Costello. "I 
thought it was a probabil- 
ity that we were going to 
get a qualifying time for 
the sectionals. I told the 
guys that I thought we 
could qualify for the sec- 
tionals and if we didn’t, I 
was going to be super 
mad. Then we made it by 
a tenth of a second. 

“To make it just means a 
lot. I made it last year as 
part of the 400 freestyle 
relay and it was just so 
much fun. It was fun just 
to go and have fun with 
the team." 

When the race finished, 
none of the four swim- 
mers knew if their time 
was good enough for the 
sectionals, and the school 
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record. It was a few min- 


utes before everything @ 


was figured out. 
"Originally we were 
looking around and asking 


‘did we do it’? A couple of | 


people down at the other 
end were giving up the 
thumbs up but we still did- 
n’t know because it wasn’t 
announced," said Hadden. 
"Then (Assistant) Coach 
(Jay) Tildsley looked at 
us, gave us the thumbs up 
and we all just lost it and 
celebrated." 

Through the two days of 
the meet, the four of them 
combined to score 181 of 
the team's 355 points. 
Besides the two relays, 
individually, Singh won 
the 200-freestyle at 2:10.04 
and the 500-freestyle at 
5:44.60, Hadden won the

100-freestyle at 54.81, 
Costello was first in the

1:01.87 and was second in 
the 50-freestyle at 25.25 
and Morris picked up a 
pair of thirds, in the 50- 
free at 25.47 and the 100- 
free at 58.84. 

"(Hadden, Morris and 
Costello) are so vital to 
the program," said 
Menard. I"’m going to 
miss Zachary like there’s 
nobody’s business.

TEWKSBURY - It is not 
very often when two of the 
top wrestling teams in the 
entire state are able to 
square off. in a regular 
season dual meet. And 
while there is no official 
research on this, you can
